Race to the Top (RTTT) Grant Talking Points 

Grant title “Appalachian Renaissance Initiative (ARI) funded by the U.S. Department of 
Education 

The Kentucky Valley Educational Cooperative (KVEC) and the 17 school districts in 
southeastern Kentucky, including Owsley County, will be serving about the 42,256 students and 
2,860 educators in 100 schools in 14 counties with $30 million grant over the next four years. 

The high performance of KVEC consortia is demonstrated by the fact they are the only 
group to be awarded both “flagship” U.S.D.O.E. competitive grant programs - the Investing in 
Innovation (13) program and Race to the Top District program. 

This initiative advances: 

* personalized learning, 

* teacher and leader effectiveness, 

* college and career success 

* Next Generation Classrooms and advanced technology 

* accessible data systems, 

* In order to accomplish these goals early childhood, wellness, student voice, and support for 
guardians and students programs are included.

On July 18, 2014, Cassie Hudson , Executive Director of Partnership Housing, Inc. 
received certification as an Housing Development Finance Professional (HDFP) from the Na¬ 
tional Development Council (NDC). HDFP Certification is a professional credential given to 
individuals who successfully complete NDC’s intensive housing development finance train¬ 
ing series. The training provides individuals working in the field of housing development 
with instmction in single-family homeownership finance, multi-family housing development 
finance, housing development finance including problem solving and deal stmcturing, and the 
creation and implementation of development programs. 

The four HDFP Certification Program courses range from three to five days in length 
and concludes with an final exam. Upon successful completion of all four courses, the candi¬ 
date is awarded HDFP Certification. 

The National Development Council was established in 1969 and is a non-profit or¬ 
ganization specializing in economic and housing development training and technical assis¬ 
tance for community development. NDC has provided training to over 60,000 professionals 
working in the fields of economic and housing development. Participants come from diverse 
backgrounds including city and state governments, public agencies, community-based orga¬ 
nizations, professional organizations and banks. 

Cassie is a 2002 graduate of Owsley County High School, she graduated from More- 
head State University in 2008 with a Bachelor Degree in University Studies. Cassie is mar¬ 
ried to Robbie Hudson and they have three children: Cayden, Cheylbie and Chaya. Cassie has 
been the Executive Director for Partnership Housing, Inc. since October 2012 and has man¬ 
aged to secure approximately $2,304,154 in grant funds, $792,914 loan funds and $35,000 in 
local and regional funding. During this time she oversaw the construction of 14 new homes, 
major repairs to 56 homes and minor repairs to 6 homes.

NO FEAR 

Two years ago I had 
the privilege of walking in a 
local Labor Day Parade. Di¬ 
rectly behind the group I was 
with, a church had a float. 
On the float a man was on 
a cross. He had white cloth 
around his midsection, red 
paint over much of his body 
and a crown of thorns upon 
his head; obviously, a rep¬ 
resentation of Jesus dying 
on the cross. The top of the 
cross was about twelve feet 
in the air, there was no way 
any spectator along the three 
mile parade route could miss 
it. 

Nearly the entire pa¬ 
rade route was 3-4 rows deep 
and children were every¬ 
where. With what I am about 
to tell you; if I had only heard 
it once, I may not even have 
remembered what happened, 
but it was constant during 
the parade. Children, not 
toddlers or wee little guys, 
but children, in the eight to 
twelve age group were con¬ 
stantly making remarks about 
the man on the cross behind 
me. 

“Who is that?” 

“Why does that man 
have blood all over him?” 

“Why is that guy 
wearing a diaper?” 

“Why is that guy up 
in the air like that?” 

The parade lasted 
about an hour and twenty 
minutes. When I heard the 
third such comment I start¬ 
ed counting, I quit counting 
about half way through the 
parade when the number hit 
forty. The second half of the 
parade was no different than 
the first. Child after child af¬ 
ter child verbally expressing 
that they have no idea who 
the man on the cross even 
was. 


It occurred to me 
that I was walking in the pa¬ 
rade; I was out on the street; 
how many more children said 
similar things I did not hear? 
How many more children 
were raising the same ques¬ 
tions in their minds without 
uttering a word? 

It never occurred 
to me that in small town, 
Midwest America, scores of 
children would not recognize 
Christ on a cross. 

Leaving that scene, 
let’s move on to something 
else that happened to me re¬ 
cently. I was talking with a 
young woman in her twen¬ 
ties when I brought the con¬ 
versation around to God and 
eternity. I asked her about her 
relationship with God. 

“I don’t have one” 
was her reply. 

“What do you think 
about life after death?” 

“Nothing, nothing 
at all; I’ve never thought 
about, just never gave it the 
first thought.” 

My conversation with her 
reminded me of my parade 
experience. Young people to¬ 
day are not exposed to God, 
leading them to a life without 
Him. 

The Bible tells us that the 
whole duty of man is to “fear 
God and keep his command¬ 
ments” (Ecclesiastes 12:13). 
The fear here is not like in 
a horror movie when some¬ 
one is running through the 
house looking for a place to 
hide because of the immedi¬ 
ate threat of danger. Biblical 
fear, Godly fear, is a respect. 
I loved and respected my dad 
when I was a kid. Like most 
small boys, I thought my dad 
was better than all the other 
dads. However, when my 
dad used my middle name, I 
knew I was in trouble. I was 
never afraid of my dad, but 


there were times when dad 
needed to discipline me. I re¬ 
spected him by obeying the 
house rules and staying out 
of trouble. Not because I was 
in fear of punishment but be¬ 
cause of the love and respect 
I had for him. 

Fearing God is 
much the same thing; obey¬ 
ing Him as best you can, not 
because of a cowardly fear 
but because of loving re¬ 
spect. 

What I experienced at the 
parade and with my conver¬ 
sation with the young woman 
can be summed up with the 
scripture, “There is no fear 
of God before their eyes” 
(Romans 3:18). Overall God 
is not taught to children and 
therefore, not thought of by 
adults. I know there are par¬ 
ents and churches out there 
that are doing a wonderful 
job teaching children about 
God, but the constant ques¬ 
tions of ignorance from the 
children of the parade crowd 
and the lack of consideration 
of God by our young woman 
cries out from an ever in¬ 
creasing Godless society. 

Where is all this 
leading us? Let’s look at 
Romans 3:18 again but with 
verses 16 and 17 included, 
“Destruction and misery are 
in their ways: and the way of 
peace have they not known: 
there is no fear of God before 
their eyes.” A generation that 
lives in misery and without 
any peace is where this is 
leading us. May God help 
us!

New Ways to Eire up 
The Grill

Grilling is one 
of many people’s favor¬ 
ite parts of summer, but 
it doesn’t always have to 
involve hamburgers, hot 
dogs and barbeque. There 
are plenty of creative ways 
to grill that can be healthi¬ 
er for you too. 

We all know, to 
be healthier, we should 
choose healthier foods. 
When grilling, you can 
think beyond the staples 
by preparing more nutri¬ 
ent-dense foods on the 
grill. You can successfully 
grill a variety of fruits. 
Peaches and pineapples 
both work exceptionally 
well on the grill as they 
can be used with meat as 
a main dish or with some 
cinnamon and low-fat 
whipped topping as a des¬ 
sert. 

Numerous veg¬ 
etables can be grilled in¬ 
cluding zucchini, squash, 
eggplant, tomatoes, on¬ 
ions and peppers. Some 
of these you can place 
right on the grill, but for 
others, you might want to 
purchase a grilling basket. 
These are relatively inex¬ 
pensive and usually avail¬ 
able at any large grocery 
or hardware store.

Many of you are 
interested in getting the 
most from your food dol¬ 
lars, and you can grill on 
budget. Look for potential 
grilling items on sale at 
the grocery store. When 
you find a good deal, buy 
multiples. Chicken and 
less expensive cuts of 
beef that can be used over 
several meals in salads, 
fajitas and stir fry dishes 
are great grilling options. 
When you fire up the grill, 
you can use the surplus to 
prepare all your meals for 
the week at once and save 
yourself time during the 
workweek.

Need for Second Lan¬ 
guages in Public Schools 

Dear Editor, 
As Kentucky’s 
public schools proceed 
with the implementation 
of the World Languages 
Program Review this com¬ 
ing school year, the ques¬ 
tion of why one should or 
should not learn a second 
language is destined to 
arise. As an instructor of 
World Languages in the 
state of Kentucky, I am 
obviously more inclined 
to the premise that every¬ 
one should learn a second 
language. However, I am 
certain that not everyone 
will be of the same belief. 
Nonetheless, I will focus 
my claim around a very 
universal theme, that of 
global competency. 

Our world is 
becoming smaller and 
smaller each and every 
day. Obviously, the planet 
is not shrinking but rather 
globalization is encom¬ 
passing each and every 
comer of the globe and 
this is just from my hum¬ 
ble observations. From 
my personal experiences 
abroad, I have noticed that 
even in the most remote 
parts of Ecuador that the 
local’s possesses a cell 
phone with a comprehen¬ 
sive text-messaging pack¬ 
age (and I was last there in 
2008). Furthermore, these 
same cell phones offered 
the opportunity to call and 
send text messages back 
to the United States in the 
year 2008. 

Leaving the issue 
of cell phones aside, one 
cannot cease to recognize 
the vast array of interna¬ 
tional businesses that exist 
in the United States. In my 
home sate of Kentucky 
one can notice the global 
presence of Toyota Manu¬ 
facturing (a Japanese 
company) in Georgetown, 
the world headquarters 
of Lexmark in Lexington 
the world headquarters of 
Maker’s Mark Bourbon 
in Loreto and the world 
headquarters of Proctor 
and Gamble on the Ken¬ 
tucky/Ohio border. Oh, 
and one must not forget 
the infamous Yum Brands 
Corporation (KFC, Taco 
Bell, etc.) headquarters in 
Louisville! It is notewor¬ 
thy to mention that the 
aforementioned corpora¬ 
tions are only those, which 
I have observed from my 
personal experiences. 
Without a doubt there are 
likely many more corpo¬ 


rations in Kentucky with 
an international presence, 
which I have neglected to 
mention. 

Perhaps many will 
argue that one will never 
fully learn in a public 
school setting and that 
such efforts are a waste of 
needed resources. Or, one 
might argue that one will 
never remember anything 
from his/her high school 
World Languages Classes. 
While I would be more 
than happy to address 
such concerns in person, 
I will restate the fact that 
my premise for learning 
a second language in the 
public school setting is 
based upon that of a great 
need for global compe¬ 
tency amongst our future 
leaders. 

Addressing my 
premise of the need for 
global competency one 
might state that pub¬ 
lic schools are already 
addressing the need for 
global competency in 
Social Studies and History 
Classes. While I would 
wholeheartedly respect 
such arguments, I would 
be forced to respectfully 
disagree. My disagree¬ 
ments in this regard would 
be based greatly upon 
my personal experiences 
in my World Languages 
classroom. 
Within my classes, my 
students pursue a range 
of global competency 
enriching lessons and 
activities while learning 
the second language of 
Spanish. One such les¬ 
son is encompassed in 
our unit related to hotels 
and travel. The major 
component of this unit 
involves students making 
four live, Skype telephone 
calls to hotels in Spanish 
speaking countries. The 
students may choose the 
city and country wherein 
they desire to call. Many 
however simply choose 
Mexico as the vast ar¬ 
ray of Spanish speaking 
individuals in their region 
originate from Mexico. 
However, to encourage 
them to go beyond their 
immediate comfort zone, 
I intentionally have them 
make calls to a variety of 
Spanish speaking coun¬ 
tries. These include, but 
are in no way limited to, 
Colombia, Spain, Peru and 
others. In one class set¬ 
ting it is not rare to have 
called two continents, five 
different countries, and 
a dozen different cities 
using the technologies 
of Google, Skype and a 
microphone/speaker com¬ 


bination. However, two 
unique experiences from 
this particular unit have 
reinforced to me that our 
Social Studies and History 
Classes are not fulfilling 
our students needs for 
global competency. 

One of these ex¬ 
periences involve a young 
freshman student whom 
we will call Santiago for 
the sake of confidential¬ 
ity. Santiago (a gifted and 
talented student) was com¬ 
pleting their interpretive 
activity a few months ago 
which involved notating 
the countries wherein his 
peers called as well as 
some brief facts inferred 
from the call (Spanish 1 
level). When his peers 
called to Colombia, 
Santiago politely asked in 
which part of Mexico that 
Colombia was located. 

My other experi¬ 
ence in this unit involved 
two students who had 
came in during my plan¬ 
ning period to complete 
their calls due to anxiety 
related to the acquisition 
of the second language. 
When the peer was at a 
loss for a Spanish speak¬ 
ing country within which 
to call, the other peer 
recommended that they 
call Colombia instead 
of Spain, as “Western 
Europeans are not always 
as nice as Colombians”. It 
is noteworthy to mention 
that both of these students 
had minimal to no knowl¬ 
edge of global geography 
prior to Spanish class last 
year. 

While I could 
indeed go on for hours 
with similar experiences, 
I would hope that my 
premise for the need for 
heightened global com¬ 
petency in our public 
schools has presented 
itself as a real need. Quite 
frankly, our students are 
not as globally competent 
as they should be when 
they graduate high school. 

For this reason, teachers 
of second languages must 
fulfill any voids, which 
are still existent. If we do 
not, as a society and as 
a profession we will be 
committing malpractice. 

This letter has 
been written during my 
stay in Guanajuato, Mexi¬ 
co, wherein I am pursuing 
a 2nd Master’s Degree in 
Spanish Language Acqui¬ 
sition through Southern 
Oregon University.

Family From 
Tick Bites and 
Lyme Disease 

(StatePoint) More 
than 30,000 cases of Lyme 
disease are reported each 
year, making it the most 
commonly reported vector- 
borne illness in the US, ac¬ 
cording to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention. Make sure your 
family isn’t part of that 
number. 

As the warmer 
months coax us outside, re¬ 
ducing the risk of tick bites 
is essential to protecting 
your family from Lyme dis¬ 
ease and its potential long¬ 
term, devastating effects. 

Lyme disease can 
cause facial or Bell’s pal¬ 
sy, severe headaches, neck 
stiffness, heart palpitations, 
and pain and swelling in 
large joints. However, it’s 
difficult to diagnose, as 
symptoms can be attributed 
to other health problems. 
Left untreated, approxi¬ 
mately 60 percent of Lyme 
disease sufferers experience 
arthritis, while five percent 
develop chronic neurologi¬ 
cal challenges months or 
years after the infection. 
“Had I understood the po¬ 
tential severity of Lyme 
disease and taken the threat 
seriously, I might have 
saved my children from 
years of suffering,” says 
Jennifer Reid, a mother of 
two children affected by 
Lyme disease and Com¬ 
munity Coordinator for the 
BLAST Lyme Disease Pre¬ 
vention Program. “Preven¬ 
tion is possible.” 

BLAST is a help¬ 
ful acronym representing 
basic tick bite prevention 
measures — Bathe, Look 
for ticks, Apply repellants, 
Spray the yard and Treat 
your pets. Additionally, 
Reid recommends taking 
these simple steps: 

For People 

• Avoid wooded 
and busy areas with high 
grass and leaf litter. 

• Apply repellent to 
exposed skin and clothing 
before outdoor activities. 

• Bathe or shower 
right after spending time 
outdoors and conduct a 
full-body tick check. Use a 
mirror to see hard to reach 
places such as the under 
arms, belly button, scalp, 
and behind the knees. 

For Pets 

• Check pets for 
ticks dailand remove them 
as soon as possible. 

• Talk with your 
veterinarian about using 
tick preventatives on your 
pet. 

• Watch pets close¬ 
ly for changes in behavior 
or appetite. This may in¬ 
dicate Lyme disease infec¬ 
tion. 

In Your Yard 

• Place a wood chip 
or gravel barrier between 
your lawn, patio, and play 
equipment and any wooded 
areas. This will restrict tick 
migration into recreational 
areas. 

• Mow the lawn 
frequently and keep leaves 
raked. 

• Keep playground 
equipment and patios away 
from yard edges and trees 
and place them in sunny lo¬ 
cations, if possible. 

• Pest control prod¬ 
ucts can help protect your 
family from tick bites, ac¬ 
cording to RISE (Respon¬ 
sible Industry for a Sound 
Environment), a national 
trade association. On a sea¬ 
sonal basis, consult a pro¬ 
fessional to spray the pe¬ 
rimeter.

TRANSPORATION CABINET AWARDS 
CONTRATS FOR SEVEN HIGHWAY PROJECTS 

IN DISTRICT 10 


JACKSON, Ky. — The 
Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet recently awarded 
contracts totaling more 
than $7.1 million for seven 
highway projects within 
the Department of High¬ 
ways District 10. 

Contracts awarded 
as part of the June 2014 let¬ 
ting are: 

A $1,030,975.29 contract 
to replace a bridge on KY 
36 over Beaver Creek in 
Menifee County. The proj¬ 
ect is to be completed with¬ 
in 150 working days once 
construction starts. 

A $283,065.49 contract to 
replace guardrail end treat¬ 
ments on US 460 and KY 
114 in Magoffin County 
and US 460 in Morgan 
County. The project is to be 
completed by Jan. 30. 

A $346,413.06 contract 
to make safety improve¬ 
ments at the intersection of 
KY 1010 and KY 3356 in 
Wolfe County. The project 
is to be completed within 
30 working days once con¬ 
struction starts. 

A $489,246.56 contract to 
resurface 1.88 miles of KY 


587 and 3.55 miles of KY 
2016 in Lee County. The 
project is to be completed 
by Nov. 30. 

A $318,561.55 contract 
to resurface 1.34 miles of 
KY 2024 and two sections 
of KY 2025 totaling 2.73 
miles in Owsley County. 
The project is to be com¬ 
pleted by Nov. 30. 

A $333,520.67 contract to 
resurface 2.42 miles of KY 
746 and 1.15 miles of KY 
1653 in Wolfe County. The 
project is to be completed 
by Nov. 30. 

In addition, a 
$4,388,742.76 contract 
from the December 2013 
letting was awarded. It is 
for reconstruction of KY 
172 between milepoints 
8.0 and 10.4 in Morgan 
County. The work is to 
be completed within 220 
working days once con¬ 
struction starts. 

The Department of 
Highways District 10 con¬ 
sists of 10 counties — Brea¬ 
thitt, Estill, Lee, Magoffin, 
Menifee, Morgan, Owsley, 
Perry, Powell and Wolfe 
in east-central and south¬ 
eastern Kentucky. The 


district office is located in 
Jackson. 

Construction activities 
are scheduled on a tenta¬ 
tive basis and are subject 
to change depending on 
weather conditions. Motor¬ 
ists are asked to drive with 
caution in work zones and 
be aware of workers, traf¬ 
fic control devices and con¬ 
struction equipment when 
traveling in areas where 
projects are ongoing. 

Significant traf¬ 
fic impacts resulting from 
construction and mainte¬ 
nance projects are posted 
on District 10’s website 
(http ^/transportation. 
ky.gov/District-10), the 
district’s Facebook page 
(http://www.fac ebook. 
com/KYTCDistrictlO) and 
also on the district’s Twit¬ 
ter feed (http://www.twit- 
ter.com/KYT CDistrict 10). 
Drivers can check these 
sites prior to traveling to 
determine if there will be 
traffic delays for which 
they should be prepared.
